Baltimore, Fuly 18. The General Court of Maf- 
fachufletts have rejected the plan of introducing a 
paper currency, as well as that of making a tender- 
act.

Jand and Welt Friefland. We might here claim the 
immediate effect of fuch a refolution, which as it 

“had been entered into nem. con. cannot, fuppo- 
fing it to be revocable, be cancelled or even fufpend- 
ed, without the like unanimity ; but what goes {til} 
nearer to our heart, and on which we cannot remain 
filent, is the motive you are pleafed to adduce in 
fupport of your lalt ahiaien, namely, that it has 
been taken with a view to obviate our influence as 
Captain General over the faid troops, and the man- 
ner of dire@ting them, which is incompatible with 
the fafety of your province, and the meafures adopt- 
ed to fecure it. 

“ We might, without failing in what we owe to 
your Noble and Great Mightineffes, and in as ear- 
neft a manner_as befits a matter of fo high an im. 
portance, that concerns our honour and good name, 
reque(t you would be pleafed to communicate to us 
the reafons of the miftruft your Noble and Great 
‘Mightineffes entertain of our influence and direation 
of the provincial troops, and then you would find 
that we have it fufficiently in our power to convince 
your Noble and Great Mightineffes, how groundlefs 
ure both your apprehenfions, and the malicious hints 
thrown out by certain perfons, ill-difpofed towards 
the country and ourfelves. But we are perfectly 
tafy and fecured, that nothing can bz alledged with 
truth againit us, by which we fhould have deferved 
vo forfeit the confidence of your Noble and Great 
Mightinefles. And we can vouch before G-xi, 
yourlelves, all the citizens of the Netherlands, aay, 
and before all the world, that in this regard our con- 
fcience is perfectly reproachlefs. Under pleafure of 
your Noble and Great Mightineffes, we cannot but 


cr _ Gace g5 honour, dearer to t¢ than life 
ands impeached, that ‘we cannot remain under 


fuch a blame and ftigma refulting from the tokens 
of diftrufl given to us by your Noble and Great 
Mightineffes, and efpecially by your recent refulu- 
sion; and it is a duty we owe to the race from 
whence we {pring, to the Royal Houfe we have the 
honour to be allied to, to their High Mightinefles, 
to the réfpective provinces to whofe fervice we are 
bound by the employments we hold by hereditary 
right, aad to ourfelves in fine, to clear ourfelves 
from fach an afperfion ; that, confcious of our inno- 
cence, from any failure of our plighted faith to your 
Noble and Great Mightineffes, as well as to the 
provinces of Holland and Weft Friefland, by the

or even to bring about a total alteration in the law- 
fal and eftablithed -conftitution of thofe countries,

even fo commodioully fituated, that the coals migh

were Emperors of Germany and Kings of Spain.

SIR, : 

'F is not a little furprifing that the admirable be- 

verage, mentioned in the above quotation, 
fhould not yet have found its way into this quarter 
of the globe. Inftead of fo eafy and gentle a me- 
thod of preferving the public tranquillity, our Euro- 
Princes have recourfe to halters and mufquets, 

and think that to hang or fhoot their fubjects is the 
belt way of keeping them quict. The Mogul fy- 
fiem is at once fo much more economical and hu- 
mane, that if it were fufficiently known, I can make 
no doubt of its being adopted by every Government 
in Europe. Paxf? may be made cheaper than ar- 
mies can be maintained, and it muft — be much 
more eligible to preferve the peace by iftributing 
the liquor of the State, than by thedding the blood 
of the fubject. It would be greatly to the credit of 
our Government, if they were to be the firft to in- 
troduce this method of faving money and lives. 

The nation which looks with a jealous eye on 
barracks and fortifications, would without apprehen- 
fion fee breweries ereSed, and the royal cellars en- 
larged. A magazine of military ftores frightens 
many good patriots, but an apparatus of cafks, and 
corks, and bottles, could give no one any alarm. 
The eftablihment of butlers would indeed-be en- 
creafed, but that of foldiers would be diminifhed— 
and there can be no doubt but that it is fafer to traft 
the Crown with the power of the cork-fcrew, than 
In cafe of any popu- 
lar difturbance, a Magittrate, inltead of ; fending to 
the Horfe-Guards for a party of men, will hereafter 
fend io the King’s cellars for a quantity of Pauft. 
A rath order given by a fiery Juftice cannot then be 
fo fatal in its effects as it may be at prefent. Ir is. 
of lefs confequence to be fomewhat halty in drawing 
a cork than in pulling a trigger. I apprehend it will 
be eafy to give to Pauff the flavour of whatever li- 
quor may be moft agreeable to the patient to whom 
it is to be adminiftered. So that a Peer, if a Peer 
could be feditioufly inclined, may have his dofe in 
the fhape of Champagné, whilea relith of gin or uf- 
quebaugh may be neceflary to give the liquor its due 
effec on plebeian diffaffection. I hope a quantity 
prepared to the Irith taite will be immediately fent 
over'to appeate the difturbances in our filter king- 
dom. No Right-Boy will refufe peace if it comes 

© him in the form of a dram. . ; 

As feon as the Pauff manufactory is eftablithed 
here, we fhall no doubt have large orders for it from 
Holland. Many in that country have loft their old 
tafte for orange-forub, and are kept intoxicated with 
a French {pint called /a liqueur @’or, which M. de 
Verat and M. Van Bleifwyk are indefatigable in di- 
ftributing among them.

the cellars as often as* they thought fit. By this 
means, ail danger of adulteration would be remo- 
ved. 

The public are, from experience, apt to fufpect, 
that in every fcheme the projeftor has his own pri- 
vate intereft chiefly in view. In order to obviate all 
fufpicion of this kind, f do’ hereby declare that I am 
determined not to accépt the Pauf? contract, of 
which Miviltry (efpecially after this declaration) 
will no doubt make me an offer. It is the province 
of Grub-ftreet to give advice, and not to get con- 
tracts.
